19. A method for impro/finsf fast ^disintegrability of a solid preparation 
comprising a pharmacologically akjrve^ngredient and a sugar which is characterized in 
that a low-substituted hydroxypropylcellulose having 5 % by weight or more to less than 
20 7 % by weight of hydroxypropoxyl group is contained therein. 
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
